THE NEW SCHOOL HOUSE. 


LAYING THE COENER STONE 


THE CEREMONIES YESTERDAY ! 


Articles Deposited in the Box—Mr. Varian's 


Oration—The Masonic Exercises—Chil- 


dren's Procession—OnrEngraTing. 


We publish a fine engraving this morn- 


ing of Reno's new public school build- 
ing, the comer stone of which was laid 
yesterday afternoon at 2 o'clock under 
the auspices of the Grand Lodge of 
Masons, assisted by some of onr citi- 
zens. Reno is the school town of the 
Stnto, and the efforts it has made and is 
making to promote the^cause of educa- 
tion is worthy of the most flattering re- 
marks. 
If Reno' has been laggard in 


anything calculated to improve the 
town, it certainly has not been in any 
mutter relating to- schools. She has 
never murmured at any special school 
tax, and her citizens have given pretty 
freely to other schools than the free 
public ones. As a result \vo rejoice in 
the, possession of TJishop Whitaker's 
"School for Girls," than which there 
is no better institution of its kind in 
the country; wo have Mt. St. Mary's 
Academy, a first-class school under the 
control of the Sisters of St. Dominic, 
and as a result of its success the Catho- 
lics contemplate an Academy, equal to 
any on this Coast. We will have when 
it is built, the Methodist College, which 
the Methodibts are making arrangements 
to push forward. There is a hope that 
some flay the State University will be 
located where it ought to have been in 
the first place—at Reno. We are now 
advancing with our new public school 
buildiqg, for the benefit of the public 
school system, nhere all alike can se- 
cure the advantages of a common school 
education. For this purpose wo have 
agreed to tax ourselves $20,000, and we 
are glad of it. The corner stone was 
laid yesterday, as stated in the begin- 
ning of this article, and the ceremonies 
'•will long bo remembered by all who took 
part. They were conducted by Most 
"Worshipful Past Grand Master II. L. 
Pish, aided by Deputy Grand Master Joe 
DeB-11, Right Worshipful Grand Senior 
Warden Chas. Knust, Right Worshipful 
Grand Junior Warden J. C. Hagerman, 
Tery Worshipful Grand Treasurer T. K. 
.JHymers, Very Worshipful Grand Secre- 
tary Mark Parish, Worshipful Grand 
Chaplin C. McKelvey, W. G. Orator C. 
S. Varian, W. G. Marshal W. A. Walker, 
W. G. Sword Bearer W. R. Chamber- 
lain, W. G. Bible Bearer A. Kimiey,, 
Grand Senior Deacon G. H. Fegg. 
Grand Junior Deacon B. Jnmes, Gruud 
Tyler A. H. Manning, Grand Stewarts 
M. Sanders, an'l R. II. 'Kinney, Grand 
Pursuivant B. E. Hunter, who were ap- 
pointed by the Grand Lodge of the 
State for the occasion. 


In the name of the School Trustees, 


Capt. BMigg requested Grand Master 
Jishtolay the corner stone. The proc- 
lamation of order was made by the 
Grand Marshal, and the Grand Chap- 
Inin invoked the blessing of Deity. Then 
Grand Orator, C. S. Varian, delivered 
the following oration: 


Mr. Varian'H Oration. 


The order of Free-Masonry repre- 


sented here to-day needs no eulogy op 
this occasion. Neither will word of apol- 
ogy *°1' *ts participation in the solemn 
ceremonies of this day fall from my lips. 
Step by step the intellectual forces of 
the order keep pace with the advancing 
thought of the century, and in the > 
of a progressive civilization Masonry 
Stands side by side with her sibtcr so- 
cieties. Inspired by the traditions of 
her history, and obedient to the com- 
mand of her laws wo as Masons gladly 
respond to the invitation extended to us 
toassibtin the ceiemonial services of 
laying the corner stoue of the temple 
here to be erected nnd dedicated to the 
cause of education. 


Since the building of the great temple 


tytho Jewish King, at all times Ma- 
eons, althoi gh nq 'onge- working as op- 
eratives, have found proper place at the 
dedication of all structures devoted to 
science, art or the improvement of the 
human race. 
With 
white lambskin 


aprons emblematic of their purity of in- 
tention they come with tho working 
tools of the craft, to test the work of 
tho craftsmen. 


"With the square, which teaches spec- 


ulative Masons to square their actions 
J>y the square of virtue, with tho level 
•which teaches them tho equality of all- 
men; and with the plumb, which teaches 
them to walk uprightly before God and 
man, they prove tho work. It seems 
jkculiarly appropriate for us nnd Ma- 
eona to lend our aid to the-present ser- 
vice. Taught as we are by onr organic 
law to maintain our allegiances to the 
State, and bound iu dnty as Masons and 
citizens to cherish and support the re- 
vered institutions of onr Republican 
Government, it is not strange that this 
tf all cur labon »bauld b» one .of th« 


strongtst affection and of the holies 
duty. It is doubtless true that to the 
ignorance of the world may be attri 
bnted all the.errors and wickedness o 
its people. The very objects of the as 
sedations of speculative Masons to 
gether in a common brotherhood, is the 
elevation of mail from a condition of sin 
and ignorance to a state of virtue and 
knowledge. 


To direct and bring the grandeur step 


by step from the slavery of darkness 
into the freedom'of glorious light is the 
proud privilege of the Mason. The 
cause of education then is sacred to us, 
and we hasten to respond to its coll. 


Let us lay this corner stone with 


thanksgiving and prayer. 
We give 


thanks that we are permitted to live in 
a land where the seeds of learning are 
sown broadcast from the bountiful hand 
of generous government; and we offer 
solemn invocations to Him, to whom all 
Masons turn, that we may in the future 
as in the past be deemed worthy to be 
passed in our upward course from dark- 
ness into light and that finally we may 
be raised to the sublime condition re 
berved to those who walk uprightly 
having worthly qualified ourselves by 
industrious application to the work ap- 
pointed for us. 


Let us lay this corner stone with a pro- 


found appreciation of the causes which 
makes it possible for us to assemble for 
such a purpose; let us gratefully ac- 
knowledge the wondrous foresight and 
wisdom which firmly established as one 
tho arches of tho national structure, the 
system of free schools. 
With tho mu- 


nificence of princes, our people have 
endowed these colleges for the paor, un- 
til in every city, viilage and hamlet in 
the land their open doors extend in- 
vitation to the children o! the nation to 
follow tho ways of knowledge. Within 
their walls misery, vice and ignorance 
have no place, while happiness, virtue 
and \\isdoin inspire the coming genera' 
tions with a patriotism and broad phil- 
anthropy so necessary to advance the 
State aud ameliorate the condition of 
the human race. Upon this foundation 
we pledge ourselves then to build a 
structure of fair and beautiful propor- 
tions, in keeping with the high and holy 
purposes to' which it is to be dedicated, 
and we doubt not that when the shad- 
ows lengthen at the sunset, and those 
who have been hero to-day are about to 
pass over from the known to the un- 
iuown, onr childien whose lives have 
jcen made brighter and nobler by tho 
advantages this our work has given 
them, will rise up and call us blessed. 


As soon as the oration was finished, 


.he box containing the souvenir was 
deposited, and tho stone laid in the 
place prepared for it by Mr. Benham, 
the contractor. Tho Masonic portion 
of tho ceremonies was then concluded 
\\ith thi Grand Honors of the Order, 
and public proclamation that tho work 
lad been done. Mr. Jenvey then made 
an address, and tho children of the pub- 
ic school, to the number of 2G3, made
